The Coming of Christmas 


To many the celebration this year of the birth of the 
Prince of Peace will seem singularly inept. Declared and 
undeclared wars, more brutal and more terrifying than any 
past conflicts, are being waged in Europe and Asia. Fear, 
distrust and suspicion fill men’s hearts with foreboding. 
Christmas indeed! The cynic holds high carnival, but any- 
one who is a realist is conscious that the harvest we are 
reaping comes from the dragon’s teeth sown at the close 
of the Great War. The insincerity and stupidity of our 
diplomacy have brought us to so unhappy and tragic an 
impasse. Let those who have flouted the challenges of Jesus 
and His ideal of the Kingdom of God take notice ! 

It is significant that in contemporary European States 
dedication to militarism has been achieved by a relapse into 
the paganism definitely avowed and expressly indoctrinated 
into the youth of a great people. No longer can we luxuriate 
in dialectic, asking ourselves, “Is the Christian way valid?” 
but feeling no definite urge to do anything about it. 

Today calls not for disputation, but for dedication. It is 
either Christ or chaos. We must take Him at His word and 
become a family of nations or such civilization as we know 
is apt to become a shambles and perish from the face of the 
earth. Modern science is both a blessing and a curse. From 
the same laboratories come specifics for those diseases to 
which humanity is heir and poison gas and other agencies 
of destruction beyond man’s lurid dreams. “Peace on earth 
to men of good will” never was more meaningful or more 
significant. We Christians may well admit that our past his- 
tory rises up to smite us. We lovers of democracy may well 
scrutinize the structure of our society and measure it with 
the yardstick of the values that Christ has taught us. 

Yet there is large room for hope. We are determined not 
to be the easy victims of the sort of lying propaganda that 
taught suspicion and hatred before the Great War. The 
press of America has generally maintained a high degree of 
sanity and detachment. Divided Christendom exhibited at 
the Oxford and Edinburgh Conferences the sort of forbear- 
ance and mutual understanding that presages a type of unity 
for which we have only dared to pray. The world has be- 
come too interdependent for any nation long to enjoy the 
outlaw’s spoils. We are beginning to see the folly and the 
wickedness of class warfare and to learn that it will never 
be well with any of us until it is well with all of us. Let us 
therefore kneel at our altars, humble, contrite, but with a 
new dedication to the ideals of Him whom we revere as the 
Prince of Peace. 


What Should the Church Do? 


A problem which is bothering many Christians is whether 
the Church should take any stand concerning war. If the 
Church is to be all-inclusive in its love, it must have room 
both for Christian soldiers and Christian pacifists. At the 
same time, the Church must keep its voice clear and its 
hands clean. A letter to the rector of one of the parishes in 
this diocese may help us to clarify our minds: 

“During such troublous times as these, the Church should 
play a very vital role; for if it is turned into a recruiting 
station for the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, or into a 
bureau for the dissemination of political propaganda, it be- 
comes an instrument of the institution of war and hence 
loses its Christian character. ... Nor can the Church con- 
tent itself by preaching pacifism, however good a doctrine 


it may be, for pacifism can bring no comfort or succor to 
hearts already pierced by an existing war... . The Church 
is the sanctuary of the faithful. Through a maintenance of 
belief and faith in a God of Love whose Eternal Presence 
seems belied by the horrible, senseless destruction of war, 
it may be possible for the Church to put a restraining hand 
on the ‘insane imaginations’ of human policies. ... We 
should expect to find in the Church an emotional peace or 
calm which the hectic world outside acts to destroy, and a 
cooling balm for our torn and battered hearts. The security 
of the institution of the Church, which has survived so many 
perilous years, the calm dignity of its atmosphere, and the 
promises of its lessons, should be an ever-present refuge. 

The Church must be a refuge for the suffering, it must 
be a challenge to all who share in the sin of war, and it must 
call itself and the world to repentance. It can do this only if 
the members who make up the Church are steadfast in their 
devotion to a God of Love no matter what the consequences 
may be. 


What Is the Truth? 


America is becoming propaganda-conscious. Propaganda 
is simply the expression of opinions and actions which evoke 
similar opinions in other persons and groups. What makes 
this dangerous is that propaganda is always surcharged with 
emotions which can arouse us to the stage of hysteria. Dur- 
ing crises and general states of confusion and depression, 
we are particularly susceptible to all kinds of propaganda. 
Without a fertile soil, propaganda cannot take root. 

(1) We must take account of our own prejudices, and by 
the understanding of our own mental conditioning, we may 
guard ourselves against being swept off our feet. (2) We 
must seek to know the origin of the propaganda, and under- 
stand the motives of the group behind the scenes. (3) We 
must weigh good propaganda against bad propaganda, and 
thus cancel out the errors of any particular group of opin- 
ions. The forward march of democracy can only be main- 
tained by making the world safe for our differences, and 
by the clear thinking of every citizen. The channels of 
propaganda must be kept open, for censorship is a form of 
propaganda monopoly, and such monopoly is the first step 
toward dictatorship. The Survey Graphic for November 
carries the report of the Williamstown Institute of Human 
Relations on this subject, and ends with the suggestion that 
there must be competition of propaganda. “As the New 
York Times has observed, what is truly vicious is not propa- 
ganda but a monopoly of it.” 


As Radical as Love 


The Christmas season arouses in all men the spirit of 
love. There is something about the beautiful Christmas 
stories which influences Christians and non-Christians alike. 
The fact that a child was born who showed to men the way 
to God and the love of God is a miracle past our under- 
standing. If God so loved the world, when that season which 
symbolizes his love approaches we must show our love. A 
modern preacher has written: “Jesus is the radical of the 
ages. There is nothing more radical than love. It pursues 
its way without fear, and one could almost say without 
favor. It is the new wine which many times demands new 
bottles. Love is like the instinct of being born—pain and 
travail are its incidents; life is its ultimate. Jesus is as 
radical as love and life.”

HAPPY NEW YEAR! 


This time-honored greeting can mean 
little or much. It runs the gamut from 
what is purely conventional to what is of 
deep spiritual import. One can test his 
philosophy of life by the meaning that this 
simple greeting has for him. It is as though 
we are being sifted through a number of 
screens with meshes of graduated size and 
thus classified. Some regard it only as a 
traditional gesture with no more signifi- 
cance than a nod. Others by it seek to 
convey a somewhat wistful hope that the 
year to come will be better than the year 
that has passed. To them happiness seems 
quite fortuitous. You have it or you do 
not. It is largely a lottery in which few 
win. 

Still others find something subjectively 
helpful in this affirmative and optimistic 
assumption. They find it constructively 
helpful to say to themselves, “Day by day 
in every way things will grow better and 
better.” Some few at least who have had 
the discipline of scientific truth and are 
conscious that we live in a law-abiding uni- 
verse, are more realistic. They know that 
happiness in the truer sense of the term de- 
pends largely upon our own attitudes and 
conduct. They believe that just as this 
world did not arrange itself into an ordered 
cosmos by the fortuitous concomitance of 
atoms, so happiness in the New Year can- 
not be had by mere proclamation or as- 
sumption. It has to be earned. It is woven 
into the very warp and woof of one’s 
philosophy of life. Deeply affected as it 
may be by turns of fortune which seem 
outside of our control, in the ultimate, the 
determining factor is our own mental atti- 
tude and our own moral conduct. 

The testimony of the ages has witnessed 
to the relativity of earthly rewards. The 
sort of success to which we aspire is often 
a curse rather than a blessing, or at least 
a burden rather than a joy. Wealth, long 
sought and only now achieved, may induce 
selfishness and arrogance and become a 
menace to the moral well being of our chil- 
dren. Position and fame may deprive one 
of the common touch and the tranquility 
of a quiet life in the cool shadows of ob- 
scurity, apart from the sunlight glare of 
publicity and notoriety. Unreal as this may 


~ seem, kings, presidents, and public heroes 


offer a convincing testimony to its truth. 

The road to a Happy New Year has been 
clearly marked by the sages and the saints. 
It runs along a high plateau of moral 
probity. The ghosts of unburied sins do 
not haunt its shadows. Along its undevi- 
ating course there are pleasant hostels of 
friendship and refreshment where one is 
safe from fear, and journeys on free from 
moral stain and regret. Periodically one 
stops at coigns of vantage where in the vast 
cathedrals built by no human hands one 
becomes conscious of the beauty that 
speaks to him of God’s love and care. 

No one would consciously condemn him- 
self to the deprivation of life’s legitimate 
rewards, yet he knows that responsibility 
is the natural child of privilege, that giving 
is better than getting, that our truest hap- 
piness comes from sharing with those less 
privileged the bounties we enjoy. Look 


at the lives that one instinctively admires. 
They are those of men and women who are 
clean and honest, unselfish, free from the 
bitterness of frustration and personal 
enmity. They enjoy a multitude of friend- 
ships and universal respect and affection. 
Usually they are refreshed from the deep 
wells of living water that one finds in the 
amplitude of a life of devotion and service. 
Happiness is not dependent upon circum- 
stance. It transcends it. 

Let us take counsel, therefore, of the 
spiritual implications of our “Happy New 
Year.” We are living in a mad age—an 
age that claims as novelty and truth some 
of the oldest heresies that have vexed man- 
kind through the centuries. There is noth- 
ing essentially new in a totalitarian state. 
By whatever name it may call itself, it is 
an old denial of man’s freedom, a freedom 
bought by the blood sacrifice of his fore- 
fathers. There is nothing novel in drunk- 
enness or moral laxity. Their vicious pos- 
sibilities have been thoroughly exploited 
in the decadence of succeeding civiliza- 
tions. A Happy New Year belongs to free 
souls submissive to the mind of Christ, 
who build their lives and the lives of their 
families upon the Christian ideals of love, 
purity, unselfishness, magnanimity, and 
mutual service.

In these days when the 


The Child’s minds of men are filled 
Leading. with thoughts of war and 


power-politics and the rule 
of brute force, when hatred grows and 
cynicism grows and confusion besets us 
on every side, it is comforting to turn those 
troubled minds of ours to the story of 
Bethlehem. There is the peace of love; 
there is the picture of the Holy Family, 
prophecy of the future, mirror, not of what 
our families are but of what we want them 
to be; there is the message of eternal things, 
a glimpse into realities, into the depths 
of God’s world, depths so often hidden to 
us by the wild clamoring surfaces of life; 
there is a sense of security, of things which 
last. And all these meanings and many 
more are gathered there because of the 
little child who lies in the manger. He is 
the Savior, He is the Leader for whom 
men have longed. The future is His. The 
world knew nothing of Him that day in 
Bethlehem. Since then how strange seems 
His destiny. The world will accept Him 
and then fail Him, adore Him and then 
despise Him, praise Him and then forget 
Him; but little by little He will conquer 
the world until one day (this day of ours 
perhaps) that fickle and sinful: world will 
suddenly discover that it is losing ground, 
that the real struggle has come, that if it 
hopes to win it must come to death grips 
with this feeble baby. 


Perhaps, I say, that is what has hap- 
pened in this our day. We talk of re- 
ligion’s struggle to save itself; of the 
Church that needs our help; of the embat- 
tled demoniac forces riding to victory. But 
is not that all wrong? Is not what has hap- 
vened and is happening the very reverse? 
Is it not the demonic forces which are 
threatened, not the Church? Is it not that 
little by little the peoples of the earth are 
coming to see that the way of Christ is 
the only way; and all the sinful lusts of 
the flesh, all the selfishnesses and wicked- 
nesses of men—those things which St. 
John calls “the world” begin to know their 
doom, begin to sense the conqueror and 
know as never before that the fight is on. 


I pray you who read this not to say, 
“How lovely! how idealistic! how utterly 
foreign to the real world in which we live!”’ 
I pray you to think about it a bit in the 
light of what is going on in the world. I 
pray you to think back a little and ask 
yourself what it is that has been coming 
to men out of the welter and struggle of 
the centuries. 


Take for example, some of the things 
for which the child’s leadership stands, 
just those simple things which one thinks 
of as one looks at a picture of the stable 
at Bethlehem, at a créche in the Church, 
at a Christmas card on which is crudely 
sketched the Mother and Child. 

The Child stretching out its arms to its 
mother, trusting her utterly, is the living 
symbol, is He not, of the thing which all 
the dreadful horrors of the world today 
make so clear, that the only thing which 
counts among men is trust, goodwill, love.

We hear much of Moral Rearmamert. 
From every side, thank God, men are 
echoing the message that we need not 
more guns and ships but more honesty and 
truth and love if we are to have a world 
worth living in. The interest over a great 
part of the world in the M. R. A., what 
does it mean, what is it in fact, other than 
the growing conviction that physical force 
never of itself settles anything perma- 
nently, never gives ultimate security; that 
life is built upon moral and spiritual values 
and that only in the growing power of such 
values is there hope for mankind? The 
terrific onslaughts of other ways of life 
upon these values, the rise to power of 
new and terrible philosophies of force mean 
not that the Church and Christ are backed 
against the wall fighting to the death. It 
is the world that is backed against the 
wall. It is the world that has learned who 
is winning and rises to struggle and save 
itself, 

Physical force against trust and love and 
goodwill—perhaps that is enough to think 
of, and yet one couid add so much more— 
the simplicity of the Child over against 
the confusion of the world, the wondering 
freshness of the Child over against the 
sophistication and weariness of the world, 
the innocence of the Child over against the 
cynicism of the world—think of these 
things and ask to which the future belongs. 
There is only one answer. It is a distant 
future, the war is a long war; but the vic- 
tory is sure. The innocent, trustful, won- 
dering Child is after all the strong Son 
of God, Leader of the hosts of heaven.

The Diocese has suffered a 
very great loss in the death 
of General Robert H. Noble. 
For many years he has been 
one of the “pillars of the Church,” if we 
may use St. Paul’s term. A member of the 
Standing Committee, a deputy to General 
Convention, member of the Diocesan 
Council and of the Cathedral Chapter, a 
vestryman of St. Luke’s, San Francisco, to 
say nothing of his membership in and asso- 
ciation with other Church movements, he 
has guided, stimulated and supported every 
good work that the Church has under- 
taken. He was deeply interested in the 
music of the Church, a member of the 
Music Committee of the Cathedral Chap- 
ter and had a large share in the choice of 
the new Cathedral organ in its building 
and its maintenance. He had wisdom (the 
kind of heavenly wisdom which is earthly 
common sense) and perseverance, dili- 
gence and a profound devotion to his Lord 
and Master. He grew from year to year, 
as his intimate friends know, finding wider 
interests, adjusting his thought to new 
conditions, always trying to see the way 
in which God would have him to go. No 
one in the Diocese had worked more ear- 
nestly in the interests of the unity of the 
Church. He was long head of the Finance 
Committee of the City Federation of 
Churches and constantly lending a hand 
wherever help was needed. We come back 
again to the oft-repeated statement that

while we mourn his loss, we rejoice in the 
new fields for service opened to him and 
in the memory of noble Christian man- 
hood which he has left with us.

Last month the Church lost 
one of its most distinguished 
and noblest priests, the Rev- 
erend Frank H. Nelson, Rec- 
tor of Christ Church, Cincinnati. He lived 
and worked a long way from us in Cali- 
fornia. Probably very few of us in this 
Diocese knew him personally, but there 
have been few clergy of the Church dur- 
ing the last. generation, whether bishops 
or priests, whose influence has been so 
widespread and so wholesome as that of 
Dr. Nelson. He went to Cincinnati with 
the Reverend Alexis Stein, a pair of young 
assistants recommended by the famous Dr. 
Rainsford to undertake the building up of 
an old rundown parish in the center of the 
city. Mr. Stein was to be rector, a preacher 
who if his health had not failed him almost 
immediately would undoubtedly have be- 
come one of the great preachers of our 
day. But after a year or so he had to leave 
and Mr. Nelson, who had been in charge 
of the other work of the parish, succeeded

him as Rector. Under his leadership the — 


parish became one of the great institu- 
tions of Cincinnati, a center of all kinds 
of social work, a center from which there 
radiated through the city the influence of 
the highest and finest Christian ideals. Dr. 
Nelson became in time the acknowledged 
foremost citizen of that city by the river. 
The influence of the great work being 
done at Christ Church spread throughout 
the whole Church and was the inspiration 
and guide to many younger clergy. But 
back of all the achievements which one 
could see visibly and measure was the no- 
ble Christian character of the Rector him- 
self. Never was there a better illustration 
of the fundamental Christian truth that 
that which counts is not what we do but 
what we are.—E. L. P.

San Francisco Leadership 
Training Institute 


Both Bishop Parsons and Bishop Block 
will be on the Faculty of the Leadership 
Training Institute for the Convocation of 
San Francisco, beginning on Tuesday eve- 
ning, January 9, at Grace Cathedral. Bishop 
Parson’s course will be “Christianity and 
the Social Order,” and Bishop Block will 
conduct his course on some of the great 
Christian heroes, including St. Paul, St. Au- 
gustine and St. Francis of Assisi.

Let us make every possible effort to re- 
port a generous increase in our parish pledge 
to the Church’s Program. 


The following has just been received from 
one of our deaconesses in the foreign field, 
illustrating the general need of the Church 
for our best assistance: 


“The present year has been and is, a very 
difficult one, trying to make ends meet. | 
know there has been rejoicing in the Church 
at home over the success of the campaign 
to raise the missionary shortage fund, and 
we rejoice too over that, but there is a mis- 
taken idea that it has saved us from further 
cuts this year. Alas! I wish it had. The 
dreaded cuts came and left us in a desperate 
state and we are still there. A friend in Bos- 
ton wrote me, in deploring the situation 
that the Seventh Day Adventists give be- 
tween $27 and $28 per capita annually for 
their mission work, and we give between 
$2 and $3! And there is no comparison in 
the resources of the two. She also wrote 
that Boston had spent over five million dol- 
lars on the New Year’s Eve celebration, 
which seems just wicked to me. And we 
can’t get $20 a month to run an outstation 
school. We had to close one of our outsta- 
tion schools for lack of that amount and I 
am afraid we shall have to close others.” 


Associated Vestries 
Meet in Oakland 


Bishop Block gave a stirring address 
before eighty men, all of them vestrymen 
or committeemen in their Parishes or Mis- 
sions following a dinner meeting held in 
St. Paul’s, Oakland, the evening of No- 
vember 16. As a result of this meeting and 
address, there was a great deal of enthusi- 
asm expressed for a permanent organiza- 
tion of men of the Diocese. A committee 
was appointed by the Rev. Sumner Wal- 
ters, Dean of the Convocation, to formu- 
late definite plans so far as the Oakland 
Convocation is concerned. This committee 
consists of Mr. T. L. Prentiss of St. Cle- 
ment’s, Berkeley; Mr. Henry Oliphant of 
Trinity, Oakland; Mr. J. Arthur Petty of 
St. James, Oakland; Mr. William Moss of 
Christ Church, Alameda, and Mr. Donald 
Davis. The committee meeting is sched- 
uled for the first week in December.

St. Francis, San Francisco 


The fall activities have been many and 
varied.

All Saints, Palo Alto 


The Palo Alto Times is giving space to a 
guest editor once a week on its editorial 
page. On Thursday, November 16, the Rev. 
Oscar F. Green, Rector of All Saints, was 
the editor. He is a veteran of overseas ser- 
vice during the World War, also a Past 
Commander of Fremont Post No. 52, Amer- 
ican Legion. He has been greatly interested 
in national and international questions and 
is chairman of the World Problem Club. 
The editorial on the subject of “Our Civil 
Liberties” was as follows: 

“All of us here in America believe in civil 
liberties — that is until someone disagrees 
with us violently and fundamentally. Then 
we are apt to feel that the offending person 
is un-American and ought to be silenced. 
That is the reason the framers of the Con- 
stitution added a Bill of Rights. The pur- 
pose of the Bill of Rights is to protect the 
individual who, for the time being at least, 
is out of step. If everybody thought alike, 
had the same political philosophy, belonged 
to the same church, reverenced the capital- 
istic system, obeyed all the laws, then there 
would be no problem of civil liberties, and 
the first ten amendments to the Constitution 
could be deleted. 

“It appears to come as a shock to many 
persons that so many other seemingly intel- 
ligent people do not agree with them. But 
in a democracy we ought to face this fact 
with equanimity. Strange as it may seem, 
there are Communists, and atheists, and Fas- 
cists, and anti-vivisectionists, and Socialists, 
and Republicans, and ‘ham and eggers,’ and 
Townsendites, and Jew-baiters, and Anglo- 
philes, and single-taxers. Now if we believe 
in civil liberties, we feel that these ‘queer’ 
folk have a right to express themselves, and 
to meet together, and to protest, and wor- 
ship God as they see fit. 

“That was also the faith of the fathers 
of this country. Do not imagine that this is 
the first generation of Americans that has 
had to confront strange ideologies. The prob- 
lem was very acute when the Constitution 
was adopted. Countless well-to-do persons in 
America did not believe that democracy 
would work. Others were sure that we 
should never have separated from England. 
Jefferson and Hamilton differed funda- 
mentally. Thomas Paine was called an athe- 
ist. Sectional jealousies ran high. And in 
the midst of this confusion, the wise states- 
men of that day said: We must not be afraid 
of democracy. We must have faith that the 
truth shall prevail. The only way to protect 
our liberties is to protect the liberties of the 
rebels. We must be tolerant of minority 
opinions. Minorities often see truth that the 
majority overlooks. If we are wrong, we 
want to know it. 

“It was in such a spirit that our nation 
was founded. Those who love America will 
preserve it. Mayor Hague, you see, even 
though he may have the endorsement of the 
Chamber of Commerce, does not believe in 
the American system. In Germany he would 
be high in the councils of Hitler.”

They were married in March, 
1910, and in addition to the care of 
her own home and children, Mrs. Burke 
undertook the care of a houseful of 
Alaskan waifs, children with no homes or 
with homes too far off from school, or little 
patients whose cures were completed at some 
time when it was impossible to send them 
away. Through the years, her constant oc- 
cupation was mothering such a brood, in 
addition to assistance of every kind in the 
operation of the Hudson Stuck Hospital.

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A Notable Project 


“Around the world with the Anglican 
church,” a project begun by the Sunday 
school of the Church of Our Saviour, Mill 
Valley, nearly a year ago, has been carried 
through to a successful and educational con- 
clusion. 

About thirty boys and girls participated 
in the plan which has brought letters from 
many lands, in reply to cards they sent out. 

These cards were sent to bishops of every 
diocese, stating that the Sunday school was 
engaged in a special study of the whole 
Anglican church and asking for a picture 
of the coat of arms and seal of the diocese 
and a short history of it. 

Replies came from many lands and have 
in several cases brought more than was re- 
quested in the way of personal touches and 
mementos. These are now being prepared for 
exhibition here and in other parishes. 

Mounted in folders, the letters are being 
beautified by enlarged and accurately col- 
ored replicas of the various seals, Rev. A. 
V. Muray showing himself a real artist. 
There are more than 200 replicas now on 
hand to be so mounted. 

Although they come from all parts of the 
earth all the replies except one are in Eng- 
lish. One intriguing letter comes from the 
Isle of Cyprus, all in modern Greek, which 
has not as yet been fully translated, since 
it varies so much from the classic Greek 
studied in college. Because it is believed that 
one of the twelve apostles was buried in 
Cyprus the archbishop there has special 
rights and honors,

Concordat Controversy 

The proposed Concordat, as a basis for 
union of Presbyterians and Protestant Epis- 
copalians, has been under careful scrutiny 
in recent issues of The Living Church and 
The Churchman. The editorials of the for- 
mer paper have insisted that the Concordat 
denies the apostolic succession of the three- 
fold ministry and in other ways does vio- 
lence to the traditions of Anglicanism. This 
has been backed up by an open letter to 
Bishop Parsons, written by Bishop Manning 
of New York. The Churchman has printed 
editorials backing the chairman of the Com- 
mission, Bishop Parsons, and has printed a 
series of scholarly articles by Prof. Cyril 
Richardson, indicating that the Concordat 
preserves the traditions of Anglicanism in 
a more accurate form than that suggested 
by the Anglo-Catholic group.
